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LOVE SEAT HOT SEAT?

For lobby display, love seat and elec- 
tric chair can be set up with copy 


as shown in illustration. No need 
for anything else — just a display to 
get ’em thinking about the theme of 
your show. 


DISPLAY OF ‘ENEMIES’ 


For lobby display or contest, why not a 
still display of Public Enemies of the 
screen? With Robinson, Bogart, MacLane 
and Purcell as starters, you shouldn't 
have trouble getting a gang together. 


NEWSIES HAWK ‘WUXTRY’ 


Here’s a good picture on which to work 
your ‘““Wuxtry” gag. Surprinted news- 
papers carry flash headline reading ‘‘Pub- 
lic Enemy’s Wife Captured.” Newsies 
hawk them, and when folks gather ‘round 
to find out what it’s all about, the young- 
sters tell em that she’s been captured, 
and if they want to see her they should 
go to your theatre. ; 


BRIDAL CAR BALLY 


Combination ‘‘death” and honey- 
moon car illustrated above oughta . 
make people turn around to read 

copy, don’t you think? And if you 

' want to heighten effect, the sound 
of those machine guns popping away 
might do the trick. 


TEASER PLUG ON AIR 


For a one-minute radio plug, fake broad- 


cast could be used along these lines: 


ANNOUNCER: Ladies and gentlemen, 
we've got an important news flash. The 
hideout of ‘‘Bugs’’ Diamond has just been 
raided and this Public Enemy has been 
captured along with his wife, whom 
we've persuaded to say a few words. 


WOMAN'S VOICE: (Highly emotional) 
Really, folks, | didn’t do anything! | 
didn’t know my husband was wanted for 
murder! Why should | be punished for 
something | don’t know about? | may 
be a Public Enemy's Wife, but that 
doesn’t make me a crook. But | can’t say 
any more. If you want to know what 
I’ve had to go through, see “Public En- 
emy’s Wife’’ at the Strand Theatre now. 


SHOW BULLETS & JEWELS 


For lobby or window display, you might 
get two small cases. One contains a 
bunch of bullets, the other is packed 
with jewelry. Copy reads: “‘Here’s what 
the Public Enemy got... and here’s what 
the Public Enemy’s Wife got. See the 
inside story of gangsters’ wives by see- 
ing ‘Public Enmy’s Wife.’ etc.” 


FREE RADIO SKETCH 


Twelve minutes of exciting action 
and romance from picture make this 
radio dramatization a powerful sell- 
ing agent for show. Three minutes 


at beginning and end reserved for 
your plug. A note to Campaign Plan 
Editor, 321 West 44th Street, N.Y.C. 
will bring you mimeographed copy 
for each member of cast. 


SCARE BEFORE TRAILER 


If you haven’t used it recently, the old 
gag of providing trailer with an introduc- 
tion is pretty effective. Shots, screams 
and sirens startle darkened house — and 
then trailer flashes on. 


TIE-UP WITH MAG DEALER 


Why not see if magazine dealer will tie 
up on picture and give you back numbers 
of some horror and mystery mags for lob- 
by distribution? Your insert contains 
‘sensational’ copy which you'll be able 
to find in the ads. Possibly he'll go for 
co-op streamers to tack up on his stands. 


HEADLINES IN DISPLAY 


If you look through newspaper files 
you'll probably find plenty of headlines 
about public enemies’ wives, molls, etc. 
Arranged on lobby board with copy about 
show, they ought to make pretty interest- 
ing reading, don’t you think?

CONTEST ON ‘ENEMIES’ 


You've probably thought of it already, 


but anyhow — why not a lobby or news- 
paper contest identifying noted Public 
Enemies’ wives? Newspaper morgue prob- 
ably has plenty of pictures to lend you. 


SHOW G-MEN EQUIPMENT 


Police departments of many towns have 
co-operated with theatres in providing 
interesting display of equipment used to 
capture criminals. If idea hasn’t been 
used in your community, see what local 
P. D. will do for you. 


HANDCUFF PUZZLE 


Le be 
Another ‘“‘bracelet” gag would be to 
get a girl wearing trick handcuffs to 
stand around lobby. She tells folks 
to try to take ’em off, offering ducats 
to those who succeed. If you can’t 
get trick handcuffs, get hold of a reg- 
ular pair, giving each patron a key. 
Those whose keys free gal win passes. 
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Title and theme suggest load of bally ideas requiring ser- 
vices of pretty gal. Some of ’em are teasers, some of ’em 
are out-and-out shocker stunts, but all of ’em are priced 
within your budget requirements. 


A swell stunt was worked in Cleve- 
land on “Bullets or Ballots’? that we 
thought you could use on this pic- 
ture. Idea was to have a man (in 
this case you'll want a girl) make 
stump speech on street, with plants 
among listeners heckling. Speech 
plugged picture in such a way that 
folks never suspected that stooge was 
not on the level. Here’s how your 

spiel could sound: ‘‘Ladies and gen- 

tlemen. I’m speaking for the women 

of this country. Women who have 

been branded as criminals just be- 

cause they were unfortunate enough 

to marry gangsters and crooks. In- 

stead of trying to give these girls the 
_ chance they’ve been looking for — 
the chance to go straight without 
fear of punishment, the poor girls are 
thrown into jail. They need help! 
They don’t need to suffer for the 
crimes their husbands committed. If 
you don’t think they go through 
plenty, just being married to those 
racketeers, see ‘Public Enemy’s Wife’ 
—that picture at the Strand. That'll 
tell you the story. That’ll show you 
how these girls are persecuted — 
how hard it is for them to go straight 
no matter how hard they try,” etc. 


HALF CONVICT—HALF DEB 


Maybe you can get a dressmaker to fix 
up a trick dress, so that one side is a 
beautiful evening gown and the other 
side is striped convicts’ garb. It’s worn 
by girl standing on platform in lobby. 
Copy beneath reads: ‘Charming lady or 
convict? How would you treat this Pub- 
lic Enemy’s Wife?” 


GAL HANDCUFFED TO COP 


For another street bally, you could have 
pretty girl walking along street handcuf- 
fed to policeman. Sign on back says: 
‘‘See what happens to me by seeing ‘Pub- 
lic Enemy’s Wife,’ at the Strand Theatre.” 
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GAL ARRESTED BY POLICE 


Another angle would be to have pretty 
gal walking down street. Suddenly, where 
crowds are thickest, man dressed as po- 
liceman blows a whistle, runs up and 
grabs her. She puts up a bit of a struggle 
but soon lets him lead her to a fake police 
car at the curb. She gets in and they 
drive away. Your plug? Oh yes, before 
driving off they pull down shades of car, 
and folks read copy about film. 


GIRL STOPS THE TRAILER 


For trailer stunt, you could have girl run 
up aisle, yelling ‘Stop that trailer — it’s 
a lie!” Trailer stops and she jumps up 
On stage and says: ‘Just by seeing this 
trailer you can’t know what it’s like to 
be a Public Enemy’s wife. To know that 
you'll have to see the picture ‘Public En- 
emy’s Wife,’ coming to this theatre next 
week.” Naturally, you want to be sure 
that trailer is almost over before gal does 
her act. 


GIRL IN ARMORED TRUCK 


If you can borrow an armored truck, it 
would be just the thing for your Public 
Enemy’s Wife to drive around in. Banners 
on sides tell folks that: “The girl riding 
in this car needs all the protection she’s 
getting, because she’s a Public Enemy’s 
Wife.”’ Or possibly you’d prefer not using 
banners, but having girl drive up in front 
of crowd, and then step out of car, reveal- 
ing sign similar to one suggested above. 


GAL WITH ‘BRACELETS’ |

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For stage stunt, you can introduce a 
good looking gal as a Public Enemy’s 
Wife, telling folks that she’d probab- 
ly get bumped off if her hubby knew 
what she was doing. Then the girl 
starts talking, telling folks what a 


horrible life she leads. But before 
she gets very far with her story she 
says: “But there’s no reason for me 
to tell you the whole story when you 
can see it on the screen of this thea- 
tre next week, when ‘Public Enemy’s 
Wife,’ with Pat O’Brien and Mar- 
garet Lindsay plays here.” 


‘WIFE’ SPEAKS ON RADIO 


Your masked lady could also appear on 
local radio station. She’s introduced and 
speaks just as described in item above. 
Best place to spot her would be after 
news broadcast or during sustaining pro- 
gram. After crime programs would be 
good, too, because at that time you'll have 
listeners who are most interested in show. 


FOLKS LOOK FOR ‘WIFE’ 


You all know the stunt of having folks: 
identify Public Enemy’s Wife in local de- 
partment stores. Paper ties up by giving: 
description of the girl and telling readers: 
that first person to find her in co-operat- 
ing store must tap her with copy of cur- 
rent edition in order to win ducats. The 
stores tie up by telling in advertisements: 
when she'll be around. 


SIGN ON PRETTY GIRL 


Have a pretty gal walking down the street 
in flashy clothes and make-up, so that 
folks are likely to look around at her. 
And when they look around, they see a 
sign on her back reading: “It’s suicide 
to fall in love with me — I’m a Public 
Enemy’s Wife. You can find out all about 
me by seeing etc.”’ And as long as she’s 
walking around, you might as well have 
her hand out heralds, too. 
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SLIDE HAS TEASER COPY 


Would be inexpensive to make up a 
teaser slide, with “Watch out for Pub- 
lic Enemy’s Wife,” lettered in scary type. 
Shoot slide on screen a few times each 
performance — after trailer, after fea- 
ture, after each short, etc... so that pa- 
trons will begin to wonder about it. 


STILL DISPLAY IN LOBBY 


An interesting lobby could be arranged 
by exhibiting exciting stills from film in 
a 40” x 60” frame — with caption. . . 
‘Exclusive Last-minute Photos of the 
Notorious Public Enemy’s Wife.” 


RADIO SPOT PLUGS 


Following short radio spot announce- 
ments, adapted from the ad copy, can be 
used every hour or so during run of pic- 
ture. Here are a number of ’em. If you 
want any more, read the ads, change the 
copy a bit for the radio audience, and 
then let ’em have it: 


The Public Enemies are rubbed out or 
locked out! But what about the girls they 
left behind them? You'll find out if you 
see ‘Public Enemy’s Wife’ coming to the 
Strand. 


What's going to happen to the crime war 
widows? See ‘Public Enemy’s Wife’ and 
you ll know. 


The public enemies have paid with their 
lives! But what price must their wives 
pay? Don’t miss the dramatic answer to 
this question in ‘Public Enemy’s Wife,’ 
now at the Strand. 


Now you can learn the truth of the mates 
of the mobsters — if you see ‘Public En- 
emy’s Wife’ at the Strand. 


GUARDS AT THEATRE

One or two armed guards, as shown 
here, could stand in front of theatre, 
alongside sign which reads: “‘We are 
here to protect the citizens of Utica 
from the Public Enemy’s Wife.” 
They could also walk the streets with 
sandwich signs. 


BALLY FOR POLICE CAR 


You could rig up an auto to resemble a 
police car. Attach an amplifier and have 
two men in uniform travel around busy 
streets all day, barking through amplifier 
in imitation of police announcement. 
Here’s their spiel: “‘Be on the lookout for 
Public Enemy’s Wife. It’s at the Strand 
all this week. Be on the lookout for Pub- 
lic Enemy’s Wife.” 


TEASING BEFORE TRAILER 


Following stunt can be put on before 
trailer to tease folks into mood of the 
picture! Before trailer flashes on have 
house go dark — then follow with a 
woman's loud scream — and then have 
the woman go dashing down aisle, fol- 
lowed by a man in uniform, who yells, 
‘Stop that woman — she’s a public en- 
emy’s wife.”’ You arrange it so that wom- 
an just about makes stage when this is 
yelled — to be sure that no one gets to 
stopping her. By this time all the lights 
in theatre go on and patrons see police- 
man shoot blank cartridge gun, woman 
falls on stage, cop grabs her — and then 
house lights go off and trailer pops on. 


‘HUNT’ OVER P. A. SYSTEM 


You could use your P.A. system to enter- 
tain passers with news of the day — 
spieled by one of your ushers. An- 
nouncements go on every half hour, with 
lad spieling headlines from papers and 
then breaking in after each item with — 
“By special request, we take this means 
and opportunity to warn you that a fam- 
ous Public Enemy’s Wife is headed this 
way. Be on the lookout for Public En- 
emy’s Wife. 


Plaster The Town With This

PASSES FOR PURCHASES 


Groceries, public markets, fruit-stores, 
dress-shops etc. can come in on this one. 
They announce that first five women who 
buy certain product receive pass to film. 


LAUNDRY INSERTS 


One of cheapest and most direct ways 
we've found of reaching ladies is by use 
of laundry package inserts. Laundry 
might be willing to give you the break 
in return for coupla ducats. Groceries and 
other stores having mainly femme cus- 
tomers can also be contacted for similar 
service in the packages they deliver. 


USING RADIO CONTEST 


Five-day newspaper contest suggested in 
press-book can easily be used on radio. 
Maybe you can tie up with department 
store, promoting prizes and ducats to 
winners. Question is read each day, and 
listeners write in answers. 


ONE IN A MILLION 


Here’s a long shot, but we're suggesting 
it — just in case. If there’s local prison 
or reform school for women in town, 
might screen film for inmates. Newspa- 
pers might come in on stunt sending re- 
porters around to study emotions of pris- 
oners while picture is unreeled. Possibly 
swell human interest story can be written 
if there’s gal there whose life duplicates 
that of ‘Public Enemy’s Wife.”’ 
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NABBING FEMME TRADE 


Beauty-parlors, department stores, dress- 


shops etc., are places where women con- 
gregate. For a pass here and there, you 
might secure bally services of attendants 
or salesladies on picture. During chatter 
with customer, manicurist can say: “‘Oh, 
by the way there’s a wonderful picture 
at the Strand this week .. .” 


LETTERS TO CLUBS 


Women’s prison reform or social welfare 
clubs ought to be interested in picture. 
lf there are any such organizations in 
town, send letters to them. And, inci- 
dentally, newspaper may give you a plug 
if you invite prison or police matrons 
down to opening. Matron can spiel about 
her experiences before audience or pos- 
sibly give interview to paper. Likewise, 
radio station might want to ether her 
speech. 


RADIO DURING A. M. 


Morning is best time to grab the ladies, 
so logical thing to do is to place your ra- 
dio angles during those early hours. 


FOR PERSONAL COLUMN 


As teaser, a plant in personal column has 
potentialities. Sample: “MARGARET — 
Don’t miss ‘Public Enemy's Wife at the 
as. eee Theatre. Every woman in 
Detroit should see this exciting, thrilling 
and most enlightening picture. It has a 
wonderful cast — Pat O’Brien, Margaret 
Lindsay, Robert Armstrong, Cesar Ro- 
mero and many others.

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How about special women’s matinee? 
If possible, you can enlist services of 
woman doctor or psychologist to dis- 
cuss “Women In Crime” or similar 
topic either from stage or in lobby.

Radio lecturers with following might 
be contacted for speech on film a la 
Voice of Experience. If you feel it’s 
good idea, invite "em down to screen- 
ing so that they can see potentialities 
of film as lecture topic. 


GETTING REACTIONS 


Probably you could get flattering verbal 


reactions from local ladies after they've 
seen film. Example, ‘| think this is one 
of the most important motion pictures 
for women | have ever seen. | urge all 
ladies of Trenton to see ‘Public Enemy’s 
Wife’.”’ Blow up for use 40” x 60” in 
lobby and possibly your ads. Idea behind 
this is women may be impressed by strong 
endorsements of other members of their 
sex. And remember that comments of 
well-known women are possible material 
for publicity breaks. 


1-MINUTE RADIO PLUG 


ANNOUNCER: (Female, if possible) At- 
tention, ladies — yes, ladies only.

She has discovered that the cus- 
tomary eight hours sleep are not 
enough for her. One more hour 
keeps her feeling fit. Previously 
she had a tendency to rush through 
breakfast because she seldom felt 
hungry then. Since she inaugur- 
ated the twenty minutes minimum 
for her fruit juice, toast and cof- 
fee, she really enjoys her morning 
meal. 

During the time she is working 
in a picture, she is strictly a 
‘home girl’’ and never goes out 
in the evening. Between pictures, 
she allows herself two nights a 
week out late. She gets her cus- 
tomary nine hours of sleep by 
staying in bed later in the morn- 
ing. 

Two hours of exercise daily are 
in her routine. She changes her 
sports, for variety, between long 
walks, riding, archery, badminton 
and ping-pong. Since she has to 
omit these quite often when work- 
ing because of lack of time, she 
makes up for it by doing inten- 
sive setting up exercises in the 
morning.
